“ The intention is th a t abortion be 
eventually4 replaced by contracep­ 
tion.” they said, “and efforts a re 
being m ade to educate the public 
in that direction by m eans of pam ­ 
phlets, lectures, film s, radio, tele- j 
vision, etc.” 
Following R ussia's exam ple in 
1955, the authors said, m ost of the 
countries of E astern E urope adopt­ 
ed legislation perm itting an abor­ 
tion at the request of the pregnant 
woman or on very broadly inter­ 
preted social indications. The sta t­ 
ed aim s of this legislation are to 
"abolish abortion perform ed else­ 
where than in health institutions” 
and “ to give women the right to de­ 
cide on their m atern ity ,” the add­

Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, B ulgaria, and Po­ 
land, the two physicians said the 
‘ new legislation has resulted in 
spectacular increases in the incid­ 
ence of legal abortion throughout 
E astern E urope.”
